NEW YORK (AP) — Vice 
President Hub ert H. Humphrey, 
one of the Johnson administra­ 
tion’s chief defenders of its Viet­ 
nam war policy, said today he 
and the late Sen. Rob ert F. Ken­ 
nedy “came to hold remarkab ly 
similar views on Vietnam.” 
Thus Humphrey, in a speech 
prepared for th 
2 New York Lib ­ 
eral party’s Executive Commit­ 
tee, appeared to b e making one 
of his strongest campaign ef­ 
forts to inch awav from tJie po­ 
litical shadow of Vietnam and to 
identify himself with Kennedy. 
To illustrate his point on their 
Vietnam views, Humphrey quot­ 
ed a passage from Kennedy s 
deb ate with Sen. 
Eugene J. 
McCarthy. 
Kennedv said he was opposed 
to forcing a coalition govern­ 
ment. which would include Com­ 
munists on the government of 
Saigon. And added: “ I would 
make it quite clear that we are 
going to the negotiating tab le, 
not with the idea that we want 
them to unconditionallv surren­ 
der and that we expect the Na 
tional Lib eration Front and the 
Viet Cong will play some role in 
the future political process of 
South Vietnam, b ut that should 
b e determined b y the negotia­ 
tors and particularly b y the peo­ 
ple of South Vietnam.” 
Humphrey' said he b elieved 
the same thing. 
Humphrey said he also want­ 
ed to emphasize that he sub ­ 
scrib es to most of the program 
proposed b y the National Com­ 
mittee for a Political SetUement 
in Vietnam, the group headed 
b y Clark Kerr, former head of 
the University of California.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Army 
doctors reported today that for­ 
mer president Dwight D. Ei.sen- 
hower remains in “critical con­ 
dition.” 
ITiev expressed “increasing 
concern” for him as a result of 
irregular heart action following 
his major heart attack Friday. 
The doctors ''eported that Ei­ 
senhower, since b eing stricken 
Friday, has suffered two epi­ 
sodes of irregular heart action, 
losing con.sciousness b rieRy dur­ 
ing b oth. 
They said he rallied after 
each epi.sode, b e<’oming “ alert 
with no evidence of b rain dam­ 
age. 
However, “ the recurrence ot 
these episodes of irregular heart 
action is of Increasing concern 
to his physicians,’’ said a 10 
a.m. EDT statement on Eisen­ 
hower’s condition. 
The doctors reported 
t h a t 
the five-star general has re­ 
ceived oxygen continuously ever 
since he was stricken at 1:25 


p.m. EDT Friday with his sev­ 
enth. and possib ly worst, heart 
seizure. 
The official statement issuer! 
b y Walter Reed Army Hospital 
.said: 
“ General Eisenhower has re­ 
mained 
in 
critical 
condition 
since the previous b ulletin (at 4 
p.m. EDT Friday). During the 
past 17 hours he has sustained 
two episodes of irregular heart 
action—ventricular 
fib rillation. 
Both episodes were terminated 
promptly b y electrical means 
defib rillation.” 
The doctors said Eisenhower 
is also receiving “continuous 
medication” directed at main­ 
taining normal heart rhythm.

team 
of 
doctors 
and 
nurses is in constant attend­ 
ance.” the medical b ulletin add­ 
ed. “The occurrence of these ep­ 
isodes of irregular heart action 
is of increasing concern to his 
physicians.

M easure Awaits C ouncil 
Vote Slated To Eliminate 
School Crossing Guards 


Council is scheduled to vole 
Monday night on an ordinance 
discontinuing its system of adult 
school crossing guards, follow­ 
ing through on a recommen­ 
dation from Mayor George E. 
Willshaw 
Legislation will be presented 
repealing the crossing g u a r d 
ordinance vWiich was enacted 
in 19,% 
It contains an emer­ 
gency clause, which means that 
the ordinance would go into ef­ 
fect as soon as it is signed by 
the mayor. 
The mayor made his recom­ 
mendation to Council in a let­ 
ter .Inly 30. citing the fact that 
state law now makes it possible 
for school .systems to employ 
crossing guards and pay their 
salaries 
At the lime the mu­ 
nicipality set up the system 14 
years ago. school systems did | number 
not have the legal authority to 
employ guards, he pointed out. 
“ It is my feeling that a bet­ 
ter overall protection program 
ran be made possible under the 
supervision of the school author­ 
ities who are in a much better 
position to train and instruct 
all who would be involved in 
this program.” the mayor's let 
ter said. 
City officials discussed t h e 
question with the board of edu­ 
cation last Monday night with­ 
out arriving at a decision Both 


the city and the school officials 
took the position that they were 
without funds to pay for the 
program. 
The mayor pointed out Aug. 7 
that the system formerly em 
ployed a dozen part - t i m e 
adults guards at a cost of ap 
proximately $11,000 per school 
term. The guards are paid $1 50 
hourly. 
But the cost will be cut al­ 
most in half in the new term 
because fewer guards will be 
required with the opening of a 
new 
consolidated 
elementary 
school and the closing of sev­ 
eral old buildings, the mayor 
said. He said the program in 
196ft 69 should cost $5,000 to $6,- 
000. 
Council also is scheduled to 
act. on legislation cutting t h e 
of 
regular 
“ Meter 
Maid” positions from four to 
two. one of the economies Coun­ 
cil indicated in July would be 
necessary as a result of a gen­ 
eral wage increase given city 
employes. 
The size of the force was es­ 
tablished when the posts were 
created in 195R 
In addition to 
the two regulars, the legislation 
will continue to authorize em­ 
ployment of two substitutes to 
serve if a regular appointee is 
off duty because of illness or 
vacation.

It marked a-' accomp lishment of more than 
just the routine red tap e, fund allotments and 
governmental office p rocedures which are a 
p art of such p rograms today . 
It rep resented first of all the interest in the 
community in housing for the elderly , exp ressed 
a number of y ears ago and given official form 
with 
creation 
of the 
Metrop olitan 
Housing 
Authority in December 196.5. 


It rep resented an achievement by the p eop le 
on the Authority , and the officials and agencies 
who assisted them. It sy mbolized the “new” 


attitude of this city ~ to energize ideas into 
reality , to build and to change and to work 
together. 


By early 19 70. the new high rise ap artm en t 


will be meeting what has long been a true need 
in E ast Liverp ool — p rop er living accomoda­ 


tions for older p eop le. 


It will also he serving as another sy mbol of 
community advance in the 19 60’s, not just in 
steel and concrete imp rovements, but in a new 
image for the city .

S O M E T H I N G is wrong « omewhere. The 
p ieces of the p uzzle just don't fit. 
While the civil w ar between Nigeria and se­ 
cessionist Biafra goes on. officials estim ate 200 
to 400 p ersons are dy ing of starvation each day 
An estim ated 3 million p ersons behind the 
rebel lines in Biafra and about 7.50.000 in terri­ 
tory reoccup ied by federal Nigerian forces are 
in desp erate need of food. 
Peace talks being held in Ethiop ia are not 
making p rogress. 
The Red Cross is moving ahead with p lans to 
tran.sp ort food by ship from T.agos to Calabar 
where an estim ated 280,000 refugees are locat­ 
ed. Calabar is in federal control. 
Red Cross sp okesmen said fears that arm s

A CHECK o( a few cities, where strikes ran 
two to three months in the construction and 
building trades, disclosed that the “crafts" now 
are made up of working men just too rich to be 
p oor. 
In 
Day ton, Ohio, 
after a 73-dav 
stop p age' 
which left even national labor leaders agh.ast. 
the bricklay ers won a 72 p er cent p ay hike over 
two y ears. 
Thai’s right Not 6 p er cent as in steel, which 
had every body so up set, but 72 p er cent 
All the bricklay ers had to do was crip p le ShiO 
million worth of construction, and they iinally 
wrenched a $4.10-an-hour increase over flie two 
y ears. This brings the hourlv p av cost to $9 75 
an hour or $19 50 an hour for overtime work. 
That's not bad p ay — even for a Harvard grad­ 
uate. 
In Toledo, the iron worki'rs settled f('r a 
$2.10-an-hour raise over two y ears. This brings 
their hourly rate to $7.63. or a boost of 19 p ?r 
cent a y ear. 
But that’s only tor the p roletariat. The elite, 
such as the sheet m etal workers, according to 
the latest bulletin from that ironl. were holding 
out for a raise of $.5.14 an hour over three 
y ears. This would be a 100 p er cent increase, 
since they now earn $5 14; it would bring their 
rate to $1028 an hour straight time. They 
struck May 1. 
In Michigan and northwestern Ohio, the con­ 
tractors lost millions in overhead costs during 
an 85-day strike by eight constructton unions 
that no one seems to have no iced. This was the 
longest, most costly area-wide strike since the 
building of the Py ram ids. 


IN THIS AREA, the carp en ters won a $1 9 0- 
an hour increase in wages and benefits over a 
two-y ear contract. This cam e to an increase of 
some 15 p er cent each y ear. 
New homes now will be p riced some 10 to 12 
p er cent higher. Some folks tried to build with 
nonunion carp enters. But the home builders 
ran into tough luck. It just did not rain and sev­ 
eral homes and an ap artm en t house, along with 
a lum ber y ard which sup p lied the wood, caught 
fire and burned down. It could hap p en to any ­ 
body . 
It was one of those sp ontaneous things that 
hap p en when considerable heat engenders. 
This was the worst strike y ear in construction

An Associated Press news dispatch from Ad­ 
dis Ababa Aug. 13 reported the Nigerian gov­ 
ernment has spumed an appeal to stop shooting 
at Red Cross planes ferrying food and medicine 
to starving Biafrans.

are being airlifted into Biafra in large quanti­ 
ties are behind the federal government's resist­ 
ance to the mercy flights into Biafran-held ter­ 
ritory.

Although peace negotiations are in 
progress and could suddenly produce some 
change in the situation, the trend today is to­ 
ward a barge Repubhcan vote on the theory 
that the Vietnam problem will be better solved 
by a new leadership than by another Democrat 
ic administration. 
The customary mditfernce to the qualifica­ 
tions of candidates can be expected, a®, under 
circumstances such as exist today, the tendency 
is to vote against the parly in power.

A MOMENT OF MEDITATION 


IS A BABY A SINNER? 


Is a baby born in sin? Does 
the new-born baby hav e the 
guilt of sin on its soul? These 
questions are commonly ask ­ 
ed. They are ask ed because 
of the dixdrine that some 
teach that says that we all 
come into this world guilty 
of sin. 
The doctrine indi­ 
cates that all of us are guilty 
of sin because our parents 
before us were guilty. 
Belief in this doctrine has 
caused some to inv ent other 
doctrines for which there is 
no Bible authority. F’or in­ 
stance, the baptism of bab­ 
ies is closely related to this 
doctrine that the baby is 
guilty of sins. If a baby is 
guilty of sins he then needs 
to be baptized so that this 
guilt can be tak en away. The 
fact is that neither one of 
these doctrines hav e their or­ 
igin in the word of God. 
The Bible teaches that the 
little child is not guilty of 
sins and that he is worthy for 
us to Imitate. In Matt. 18 : 1-3, 
Jesus taught his disciples 
that they must become lik e 


this little cliild or they could 
not enter into the k ingdom 
of heav en. In Malt, 
19:14 
Jesus 
said. 
“Suffer 
little 
children and forbid them not, 
to come unto me; for of such 
is the k ingdom of heav en.” 
Surely we can see from this 
that Jesus wanted adults to 
follow the example of the 
little child. The k ingdom of 
heav en is not made up of lit- 
the sinners. 
People become guilty of sin 
when they themselv es are old 
enough to commit the sin 
themselv es. Notice James 1: 
14, 15. “But ev ery man is 
tempted, when he is drawn 
away of his own lust and en­ 
ticed Then when lust hath 
conceiv ed, it bringeth forth 
sin; and sin, when it is fin­ 
ished, bringeth forth death.” 
James says that we become 
guilty of sin when WE allow 
our OWN lust to tak e us 
astray. We do not inherit sin. 
We are guilty when we com­ 
mit sin. 
The Apostle John tells us 
just what sin is in 1 John 
3: 


4 Notice carefully this defi­ 
nition. “Who.socv er rnrnmit- 
telh sin transgresseth also 
the law; for sin i.s the trans­ 
gression of the law.” It wc 
become guilty of sin when v \e 
transgress God’s law, my 
question is this: What law 
has God giv en to little baby 
that cannot ev en understand 
law** It is my belief that God 
nev er did giv e a law lo the 
little baby and .since he has 
no law binding him, he could 
not possibly transgress law 
and become guilty of sin. 
God’s law was giv en to 
those who were old enou^ 
to understand and obey His 
law. Jesus said. “ He that be- 
liev eth and is baptized shall 
be sav ed, but he that believ - 
eth not shall be damned.” A 
baby cannot obey this com­ 
mandment since he cannot 
understand or believ e. 
This doctrine is false. We 
are responsible for our sins 
when we go against God’s 
law. The baby is pure and in­ 
nocent in God’s sight. He 
does not inherit sins.

Is a baby born in sin0 Does 
the new-born baby have the 
guilt of sin on its soul? These 
questions are commonly ask­ 
ed. They are asked because 
of the doctrine that some 
teach that says that we all 
come into this world guilty 
of sin 
'Hie doctrine 
indi­ 
cates that ail of us are guilty 
of sin because our parents 
before us were guilty. 
Belief in this doctrine has 
caused some to invent other 
doctrines for which there is 
no Bible authority. For in­ 
stance, the baptism of bab­ 
ies is closely related to this 
doctrine that the baby is 
guilty of sins. lf a baby is 
guilty of sins he then needs 
to be baptized so that this 
guilt can be taken away. The 
fact is that neither one of 
these doctrines have their or­ 
igin in the word of God. 
The Bible teaches that the 
little child is not guilty of 
sins and that he is worthy for 
us to imitate. In F.att. 18: 1-3, 
Jesus taught 
his disciples 
that they must become like 


this little child or they could 
not enter into the kingdom 
of heaven 
In Matt 
19 14 
Jesus 
said. 
“ Suffer 
little 
children and forbid them not, 
to come unto me; for of such 
is the kingdom of heaven ” 
Surely we can see from this 
that Jesus wanted adults to 
follow the example of the 
little child. The kingdom of 
heaven is not made up of lit 
the sinners. 
People become guilty of sin 
when they themselves are old 
enough to commit the sin 
themselves Notice Jam es I: 
14, 15. 
But every man is 
tempted, when he is drawn 
away of his own lust and en­ 
ticed 
Then when lust hath 
conceived, it bringeth forth 
sin; and sin, when it is fin­ 
ished, bringeth forth death ” 
Jam es says that we become 
guilty of sin when WE allow 
our OWN lust to take us 
astray. We do not inherit sin. 
We are guilty when we com­ 
mit sin. 
The Apostle John tells us 
just what sin is in I John 3: 


4 Notice carefully this defi­ 
nition. “ Whosoever commit 
teth sin transgressed also 
the law; for sin is the trans­ 
gression of the law.” It we 
become guilty of sin when we 
transgress God's law, 
my 
question is this: What law’ 
lias God givi n to little baby 
that cannot even understand 
law? It is my belief that God 
never did give a law to the 
little baby and since he has 
no law binding him. he could 
not possibly transgress law 
and become guilty of sin 
G ods law was given to 
tim e who were old enough 
to understand and oho} His 
law. Jesus said. “ He that be­ 
lieveth and is baptized shall 
be saved, hut he that believ­ 
eth not shall he damned.” A 
baby cannot obey this com­ 
mandment since he cannot 
understand or believe 
This doctrine is false. We 
are responsible for our sins 
when we go against God s 
law. The baby is pure and in­ 
nocent in G ods sight. He 
does not inherit sins.

IF THFJ mistake was made 
by the bank, you may have 
legal recourse against them.

“ ^ L D JIM CROW” IS LIKE A fun lo v ing 
kid a nd a big sho wo ff to bo o t, but this 
bird is no dummy . 
He is v ery wa ry a nd ha rd to hit, ev en fo r a n 
ex perienced sho o t. 
The cro w po pula tio n in Ohio seems to be lo wer 
tha n^ o ne wo uld ex pect fo r a wa ry bird like “ Old 
Jim .” The pro blem a ppea rs to be nest m o rta lity 
resulting fro m ra ids by ra cco o ns, o po ssums, red 
.squirrels a nd sna kes. Grea t ho rned o wls a nd ha wks 
pick o n the cro w, to o . Nev ertheless, plenty o f cro ws 
a re fly ing a ro und a nd o ffer a cha lleng e to a ny 
spo rtsmen. 
Summer cro w hunting keeo s v o ur sho o ting re­ 
flex es tuned up. This pra ctice is helpful to sho o ters 
beca use less g a me birds w ill be missed o r crippled 
during the fa ll hunting sea so n. 
Most crow sh ooting is d^me from a blind. During th e 
summer, dense foliage in th e woods affords th e best blind 


sites. Pick a .sp ot wh ere th e leaf cover h as large enough 
op ening.s to get a coup le of sh ots at a p assing bird. Don’t 
wear brigh t colored cloth es even if sh ooting from a blind 
Brown, gray or camouflaged coveralls are best for summer 
sh ooting. 


THE CROW'S keen ey esigh i will detect th e sligh test move- 
ment w g la re off glasses, bald sp ots on th e h ead and wh ite- 
ne.ss of th e ey es, h and and face.

Th e crows are 
c all^ in and let .settle on a limb, th en p icked off. 
Sh otgunnera find th at a full ch oke gun p erforms best, 
b^'ause th e wary crow afford.'* th e sh ooter with mootly long 
s h ^ Th e most p op ular sh ot size is eith er six or seven and 
a h alf. 
Crows h ave a weakness th at th e h unter sh ould take ad- 
y aotage of. Th ey like to gang up on th eir enemies in a free 
for all figh t. So, crow sh ooters use decovs to fool “Old Jim ” 
r.enerally a dummy owl or h awk is p laced on an ex p ased 
limb of a tree 15 to 25 y ards from th e blind. 
A tWKst to th e decoy racket is using th e p et liouse cat. 
Th e cat is p laced in a cage and .set up on a fence p ost or 
ex p osed log. Th e p urp o.se of decoy s is to draw as many birds 
as p ossible and h old th eir attention wh ile vou wait for th e 
righ t moment to op en up wi» h th e .scatter gun. 


ONE OF ’niE most imp ortant p arts of crow h unting is 
m^ing able to imitate th e calls of th e c tow 
. A few woodsmen 
h oot like an owl to bring in crows. It's effective if y ou can 
h oot like a barred or Great Homed owl. 
vSome h unters can even imitate a crow using th eir own 
vocal .sy stem. Most h unters dep end up on commercial crow 
calls wh ich can be bough t at sp orting good stores. 
Buy a good call th at sounds like a crow at 50 y ards. 
Defective or ch eap calls only stare away th e birds. Don’t 
test th e call in th e store or y oui h ome. Take it outside wh ere 
y ou can li.sten to th e tone and ch eck th e sound. 
Crows h ave about a dozen different calls. Th e wrong call 
will leave y ou twiddling y our th umbs in th e blind. 
Th e call th at makes crows disap p ear or scatter is four 
quick “caw ca-ca-ca-!’’ Th e call is a B note in th e key 
of C. One .sh arp “caw” in th e same key means danger. Four 
quick caws. “ca-ca-< a-cal” at a lower p itch means th ere’s a 
h awk, owl. cat or snake in th e area. 


CROW TALK for “come h ome” is a “caw aw-caw aw- 
caw—aw” lower in p itch th an th e warning call. Th e “aw of 
th e “caw—aw” is alx iiit a h alf tone lower th an th e “caw”. 
Since th e y oung are out of th e nest now. th e call to use 
is th e low p itch ed di.stre.ss call of th e y oung birds, “aw aw - 
aw-aw-aw—aw-aw-aw.” If all el.se fails.'try th e figh ting call of 
th e adult crow. “C-r-r-r-r-aw!” 
Tlie old clich e, “p ractice makes p erfect” ap p lies to crow 
h unting, liw. Make a coup le of dry runs before y ou take th e 
gun with y ou. Go out and set y our blind and decoy . After 
ym enter th e blind sit quiet and listen for .several minutes. 
Wh en a crow calls, imitate h im. but don't call to<i much or 
loo loud. Wh en y iai feel th at y ou're ready for “C Day ” take 
th e gun and get .set for action. 
Generally , it’s best not to sh oot th e first crow in Let h im 
work up ex citement, h e can do a better job of calling oth er 


crows th an y ou can. Wh en several birds are circling over­ 
h ead. start on ’em. 
Don’t rush out to p ick up downed birds. Th e crowi th at 
escap e y our barrage, will fly a little way off and set in a tree 
to talk over wh at h ap p ened. 
I,.et th e birds quiet down, th en p ick up a few downed 
birds and h ang th em from tree branch es. Ch ances are th e 
survivors will blame th e fracas on th e decoy . 
Th ere are no bag limits nor closed sea.son on crows, but 
Sunday h unting in Oh io is illegal.

The crow population in Ohio seems to be lower 
than one would expect for a wary bird like “Old 
Jim .” The problem appears to be nest mortality 
resulting from raids bv raccoons, opossums, red 
squirrels and snakes. Great horned owls and hawks 
pick on the crow, loo. Nevertheless, plenty of crows 
are flying around and offer a challenge to any 
sportsmen. 
Sum m er crow hunting keens your shooting re­ 
flexes tuned up. This practice is helpful to shooters 
because less gam e birds will be missed or crippled 
during the fall hunting season. 
Most crow shooting is done from a blind. During the 
summer, dense foliage in the woods affords the best blind 


sites Pick a spot where the leaf cover has large enough 
openings to get a couple of shots at a passing bird. Don’t 
wear bright colored clothes even if shooting from a blind. 
brown, gray or camouflaged coveralls are best for summer 
shooting. 


THE CROWS keen eyesight will detect the slightest move­ 
ment or glare off glasses, bald spots on the head and white­ 
ness of the eyes, hand and face. If you want to be a 
successful crow shooter, camouflage yourself and sit tight. 
Some crow hunters use rifles, but the majority elect to 
shoot with a shotgun. One of the sportest types of shooting 
is done with a rifle equipped with a telescope. The crows are 
‘ called in’ and let settle on a limb. then picked off. 
Shotgunned find that a full choke gun performs best, 
because the wary crow affords the shooter with mostly long 
shots The most popular shot size is either six or seven and 
a half. 
Crows have a weakness that tile hunter should take ad­ 
vantage of They like to gang up on their enemies in a free 
for all fight. So, crow shooters use decoys to fool "Old Jim.” 
Generally a dummy owl or hawk is placed on an exposed 
limb of a tree 15 to 25 yards from the blind. 
A twist to the decoy racket is using the pet house cat. 
Hie cat is placed in a cage and set up on a fence post or 
exposed log. The purpose of decoys is to draw as many birds 
as possible and hold their attention while you wait for the 
nghl moment to open up with the scatter gun. 


ONE OF THE most important parts of crow hunting is 
being able to imitate the calls of the (Tow A few woodsmen 
hoot like an owl to bring in crows. It's effective if you can 
hoot like a barred or Great Homed owl. 
Some hunters can even imitate a crow using their own 
vocal system Most hunters depend upon commercial crow 
calls which can he bought at sporting good stores. 
Buy a good call that sounds like a crow at 50 yards. 
Defective or cheap calls only stare away the birds Don’t 
test the call in the store or youi home. Take it outside where 
you can listen to the tone and check the sound. 
Crows have about a dozen different calls. The wrong call 
will leave you twiddling your thumbs in the blind. 
The call that makes crows disappear or scatter is four 
quick "caw—ca-ca-ca-! ” Tile call is a B note in the kev 
of C. One sharp “caw” in the same key means danger. Four 
quick caws, “ca ea-ca-ea!” at a lower pitch means there’s a 
hawk, owl. eat or snake in the area. 


CROW TALK for "come home’’ is a “caw 
aw caw aw 
caw- aw’’ lower in pitch than the warning call Tile “aw of 
the “caw—aw" is about a half tone lower than the "caw”. 
Since tile young are out of the nest now', the call to use 
is the low pitched distress call of the young birds, "aw aw - 
aw aw-aw -aw-aw-aw.” If all else fails, try the fighting call of 
the adult crow. "C-r-r-r-r-au' ” 
Tile old cliche, “ practice makes perfect” applies to crow 
hunting, too. Make a couple of dry runs before you take the 
gun with you. Go out and set your blind and decoy. After 
you enter the blind sit quiet and listen for several minutes. 
When a crow calls, imitate him. hut don’t call too much or 
too loud When you feel that you're ready for “C Day” take 
the gun and get set for action. 
Generally, it s best not to shoot the first crow in Let him 
work up excitement, he can do a better job of calling other 


crows than you can. When several birds are circling over­ 
head. start on em. 
Don't rush out to pick up downed birds. The crows that 
escape your barrage, will fly a little way off and set in a tree 
to talk over what happened. 
I^et the birds quiet down, then pick up a few downed 
birds and hang them from tree branches. Chances are the 
survivors will blame the fracas on the decoy. 
There are no bag limits nor closed season on crows, but 
Sunday hunting in Ohio is illegal. 
The rest of the summer, hunt during tile cool of the 
morning or evening or on an overcast, rainy day. 


HUNTING DATES. Squirrel season in Ohio will open 
Sept. 6 and extend through Nov. 9 on private land. 
This is earlier than in past years and hunters should be­ 
gin preparing their gear no-v. The season extends through 
Dee. 28 on State public hunting areas. The hours are day­ 
light to dark, with a daily bag limit of 4 and possession 
limit of 8 
Ruffed grouse season is Ort. ll through Feb 22. Tile sea­ 
son on rabbits is Nov. 15 through Jan. 25 while ringneck 
pheasants will he open from Nov. 15 through Dec. 14 on 
private lands and through Jan. 25 on public hunting areas. 
Don’t forget to purchase your 1969 hunting license. 


POLLUTION PAYMENT. Dan C. Armbruster, chief of 
the Division of Wildlife, announced that fish killed by thermal 
pollution of tile Sandusky have been paid for by the Northern 
Ohio Sugar Co. The hot water discharged by the sugar pro­ 
cessing plant at Fremont resulted in a loss of fish during 
January of 1967 and .January 1968. 
The Northern Ohio Sugar Co. informed Armbruster that 
they have recently installed a condenser water cooling system 
which should prevent recurrence of fish kills. 
Upon receipt of the $3,241 09 payment. Armbruster. com­ 
plimented the company officials. This is an excellent example 
of an Ohio industry recognizing its responsibility toward 
public resources and following through to the advantage of 
Ohio's citizens.” Tile Northern Ohio Sugar Company’s willing­ 
ness to work with the Division of Wildlife on these eases and 
their desire to correct stream pollution problems is certainly 
commendable.” 


LOTS OF EGGS. Personnel from the research section 
of die Ohio Division of Wildlife recently located a record size 
turkey nest at Tar Hollow State Forest. 
The nest contained 21 eggs, and later checking indicated 
all were successfully hatched This is the largest nest which 
has been observed in Ohio since reintroduction of wild turkeys 
in 1957. 
Forest game expert. Boh Donoboe. reports that this is 
possibly a record siz,e clutch for the Eastern wild turkey. 
Eastern wild turkeys normally lay between 9 and 12 eggs 
per clutch with some repomxl to I ay as many as 18. 
"Whether the 21 egg clutch is a record or not. we at least 
know that one hen turkey in Tar Hollow State Forest is 
going to he pretty busy this summer keeping track of a lot 
of youngsters.” Donohoe added.

y ears. 
The Pentagon is ex pected to 
bear the brunt of a demand for 
spending reductions totaling $6 
billion which the Congress made 
in return for passing President 
J ohnson’s 10 per cent income 
tax surcharge. 
Closing the sites also will drop 
activ e Army strength by 4,200 
men. Eight of the missile units 
are operated by die National 
Guard.

Nixon ll olds 
Now Strategy 
Talks Today 


SAN DIEGO, Calif 
(AP) - 
Richard M. Nixon holds more 
Republican strategy talks be­ 
fore starting a three-dav Mid­ 
west swing in his bid for the 
presidency. 
He blended politicking 
and 
sightseeing Friday night in a 
two-hour visit to Disneyland. 
But today it was all politics 
again with a visit from a group 
of mayors to discuss city prob­ 
lems and a conference with Ne 
gro and white advisers on Nix­ 
on’s “ black capitalism ” plan for 
rehabilitating city slums. 
Nixon drove north to Anaheim 
Friday after a session with Cali­ 
fornia Gov. Ronald Reagan, a 
meeting that gave Reagan a 
.starring television role in the 
national Republican campaign 
Nixon said Reagan agreed to 
seek votes “ to the extent that 
his California comm itments will 
allow some national cam paign­ 
ing." 
Reagan said his m ajor role 
will be in appearances on na­ 
tional television to appeal for 
GOP votes “ I think there’s a 
very definite restriction on the 
barnstorm ing 
that 
can 
be 
done.” he said 
Reagan said 
that is because he has a legisla­ 
tive election coming in Califor 
nia plus a session of the legisla­ 
ture opening early next month 
The governor said when he 
does go on the road outside Cali­ 
fornia. he will not aim his cam ­ 
paigning at any single region 
but will work wherever he can 
do the most good. His talents as 
a cam paigner are likely to be 
particularly sought in the con­ 
servative-oriented South.

Army Will Close 
23 Anti-Bomber 
Missile Batteries 


WASHINGTON 
- The Pen­ 
tagon announced F’riday t h e 
Army will shut down 23 anti­ 
bomber missile batteries in 12 
states to save money. 
The action is the latest in a 
series of economy m easures be­ 
ing taken by the Pentagon to 
cut fiscal 1969 spending by as 
much as $3 billion. 
The Pentagon said deactiv a 
tion of the &3 Nike - Hercules 
firing sites and seven headquar­ 


ters installations will save $18 8 
million in the current budget 
year, $54 million in succeeding 
years. 
The Pentagon is expected to 
bear the brunt of a demand for 
spending reductions totaling $6 
billion which the Congress made 
in return for passing President 
Johnson’s IO per cent income 
tax surcharge 
Closing the sites also will drop 
active Army strength bv 4.200 
men. Eight of the missile units 
are operated by the National 
Guard. 
“ After careful study, these 
sites, in 12 states, were found to 
contribute least to the effective­ 


ness of the defense of the conti­ 
nental United States,” the an­ 
nouncement said. “ It was orig 
inally planned to close some of 
these sites bv the sum m er of 
1970.”
